Wasninaton, April 14.—The comptroller of 
the currency teday authorized the Merchant’s 
National bank of Rome, Ga., to begin business 
with a capital of $100,600. ; 

There wes received at the United States 
tressury today for redémption a package of per- 
fectiy new United States notes of small denomi- 
nation --$1,000--which were mutilated by panch- 
es through them, through which acord had been 
passed and then sealed on the outside of the 
wrapper. The package was sent to Washing- 
ton by express, by a National bank in Texas, 
The mutilation was evidently intended a3 an 
additiona! safeguard in transportation.

THE LIQUOR WE DRINK. 


STATISTICS SHOWING AMOUNT 
EOLD DURING THE YEAR. 


A Decrease in Spirituous Liquor Sales and an In- 
crease in Beer-A Conflict Between Fedérai 
and State Authorities in Maine 
Over the Liquor Law. 


Watnincton, April 14.—Seventy or mora 
peges of the quarterly report of the chief of 
the bureau of etatistics (just out) are deveted 
to ‘the “consumption of distilled and malt 
liquors and wines,” and estimates made by 
recognized authority are given upon various 
features of this subject. In round numbers, 
the consumption of distilled spirits, domestic 
and imported.in this country, is shown to 
have increased from 43,000,000 gallons in 1840 
to 72,000,000 in 1886. Of wines from 4,800,000 
gallons to 22,000,000, and of malt liquors from 
23,600,060 to 640,000,030. 

The consumption per capita during the same 
period decreased, ag regards distilled spirits, 
from about two and a half gallons to about 
ope and a qnarter gallons; and increased, as 
regards wines from twenty-nine hundraths to 
thirty-eight ‘-hundreths, and malt from less 
than one and a Haif to more than eleven 
gallons, 

An elaborate statement made by F. N. Bar- 
rett, editor ofthe New York Grocer, by request 
of the chief of the bureau, is given, which sets 
forth, among other things, that the present 
average expenditure in the country per annum 
for malt and spirituous liquorsand beer at re- 
tail is $700,000,000, The drinking population 
is estimated to (in 1456) 14,925,417, making an 
average expenditure per capita of $45.90, 

Mr. Berrett shows by tables, covering five 
years, from 1552 to 15386 inclusive, that the 
consumption of spirits is decreasing, while 
that of beer is increasing and that there is 
areduced use of wine as a beverage. 

“Dering this period,’ he says, “the con. 
sumption of coffee has risen from eight and 
two-tenth pounds per capita to nine and 
eleven-hundreth pounds. Donot these facts 
show that mid stimulants are coming into gen- 
eral use?” Mr. Barrett says the wholesale cost 
cf liquors for which retailers receive $700,- 
600,000, is not more than $300,000,000. 

Hemakesa brief calculation of the eost of 
liquors es compared with that of food, clothing 
snd shelier, reaching the conclusion thatthe 
American people expend from twelve to seven- 
teen dojiars for the “necessaries” named to 


every dollar paid eut for liquor. 


Jcwmes Webb, of New York, farnishes a state- 
me1t to the effect that only ten per cent of the 
distilled spirits consumed in this country are 
need for medicine and manufacturing purposes, 
ninety per cent being used as a beverage. 
From a taille covering five years, ending with 
1&€5, it is learned that the consumption of dis- 
tiled spirits per capita has steadily iacreased 
in France from ninety-four hundredths gallons 
io one and thirty-two hundredths, 
2ud that it bas varied ia this country bet ween 
one and forty-six one-hundredths in 1883, and 
one and twenty-four hundredths gallons in 
les4 aud 1655. Thatthe United Kingdom 
consimes & little more than a galion percap- 
ita,and ihat the consumption in Gere 
many bas decreased from one and thirty-two 
Lundredths in 1881 to one and fourteen hun- 
dredtbs in 1&55. France during the same 
period increased her wine consumption from 
eighteen and half tonearly thirty-seven gal- 
jons, while this country and the United King- 
dom, beginning with less than half a gallon 
per bead showed a slight falling off. In the 
matter of beer consumption during this period 
the United States increased her average froma 
little less than ten to a Jitile more than cleven 
galiens, The United Kingdom held ber own 
at about thirty-three gallons and Germany 
did tho same at about twenty-three gailous. 


AUTHORITIES CLASH. 


Racket Over a Case Underthe Maine Liquor 
Law. 

Avevustrs, Me, April14—A liquor case on 
trial in supenor court here has developed a 
conflict between the federal and state courts, 
as a result of a clash between the new liquor 
law of the state and the regulations of the in- 
ternal revenue depariment. One ofthe pro- 
visions of the new liquor law is that the pay- 
ment of the retail internal revenue tax by the 
accused sball be considered prima facie ovi- 
dence of a violating of law. Iu the case on 
trial Reuben C, Hall is accused of having vio- 
lated the Jaw, and Deputy Collector of Internal 


' Revenue Murpby was called to the stand to 


testify as to the payment of the retail tax by 
the defendant. Mr. Murphy refused to testify, 
stating that if he should give such evidence his 
action would be to tend to reduce the amount 
of collections in his district. 

Judge Whitehouse then ordered him com- 
mitted for contempt of court but suspended 
action on the mittimus until 10 o’clock tomor- 
row morning, the prisoner meanwhile remain. 
ing in custody. This was to give Mr. Murphy 
an opportunity to petition Judge Webb, of the 
United States district court of Portland, for a 
wiit of habeas corpus, necessary papers for 
which were at once forwarded. 

This morning Collector Redman telegraphed 
Judge Whitehouse that Mr. Murphy was acting 
jn accordance With the instructions of himseif 
ard the commissioner of internal revenue, and 
requesting the prisoner’s discharge. This re- 
euest Was not granted, and the case was con- 
iinued. ‘The result of the case will have an 
important bearing on the manner of adminis- 
tering the liquor laws adopted at the receat 
session of the legislatmre.

WRECK OF THE VICTORIA. 


Scenes on Deck When the Vessel Struck the 
Rocks. 

LONDON, April 14.—Further particulars of 
the loss, near Dieppe, of the New Haven and 
Dieppe packet Victoria show that the vessel 
struck the rocks amidships. The passengers 
immediately rushed tothe stern. A terrible 
scene ensued, Then while endeavors were 
being made to float life boats, which were seri- 
ously interferred with by a strong swell of the 
sea. At last, when the boat was ready to be 
lowered and fifteen men and women embarked 
in a lady’s shawl became entangled in the 
pulley of the stern davit and caused the boat 
descend to the sea, bow foremost. 

Most of the occupants were thrown out and 
drowned. Two ladies jumped from the deck 
of the steamer into the boat afterit reached the 
water and overturned it. Other boats were 
then safely launchea and succeeded in reaching 
Fecamp, recovering on the way, with boat 
hooks, two persons who had been swept out to 
sea. Mrs. Bram Stoker was saved.

On April 7th she was spoken again in latitude

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4 Countryman Acts Caispaw-—The Principal 3cips— 
Dotectives Pursue, Bat Fall to Catch Him—An

Mr. George Turpin pursued, and the man 
went into the Kennesaw restaurant, out by 
the back way —and into thealley. A police- 
man, who bad been called into service,‘ went

This afternoon Officer Goodroe arrested the 
accused at his home.

Micklejohn is well 
dressed and of genteel appearance. The check 
was for $67, indorsed “R. W. Wagnon” ox the 
back and in hisnameas bearer. It was drawa 
on the Exchange bank blank checks. The 
signature was “Abe Ellis’ and was a poor coua- 
terfeit in chirography, besides Ellis always 
signs “Abe Elis, mgr,” Micklejohn has a 
young wife, the daughter of parents in high 
standing here. 

The case will probably come up for a hear- 
ing in the morning. 

Had it not been for the watchfulness of Mr. 
Cobb the paper might have been honored, and 
then there would have been a complication 
sure enough. 

A short time since a green country boy pre- 
sented a similar check at the same bank, and 
it was detected in the same way, but the man 
who got up the bogus paper was not discov- 


ered. 

The tellers will be put on their guard now, 
and those who want to make money had best 
go off and earn it legitimately.

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AN OLD KNIFE 


Peculiar History of Its Own--A 
Queer Tabiespoon. 

BuriER, Ga., April 14.—[Special.]—Tie Her- 
aid of this city prints an interesting story of a 
knife, which was presented to Mr. W. P. Cald- 
well, by the venerable John Mott. The kuife 
was purchased by Mr. Mott in the esrly part of 
the year 1816, from Mr. Bartley Whitehurst. 
It is contequently seventy-one years old. The 
knife is well worn, since Mr. Mott has used it 
from the time of purchase up to the present to 
do shoe work for his family and neighbors. 
The: late owner of the knife, Mr. Mott, was 
born in Warren county in 1793, and was a resi- 
dent of that county for the first fifiy years of 
his life. Up to the year 1835 he had resided 
in Warren, Wilkinson, Twiggs and Houston 
counties. From 1834 to 1864 he was a resident 
of the adjoining county of Mecon; came to 
Taylor county in the winter of ’64, where he 
hassinee resided. About twenty years ago his 
mule ran away with his cart and fractured his 
leg; his eyesight is also defective; with these 
exceptions he is a hale, hearty old man, and 
to all appearance sound. His last marriage was 
in 1865, and three of his children by it have 
been helpless sufferers for several years. Tho 
oldest of the three, together with the mother, 
are now dead. Mr. Mott has witnessed some 
of the greatest changes in the coun- 
try’s history. He can remember 
the death of General Washington; is older than 
our federal constitution and most of the states 
of the union. 

Another relic shown is a tablespoon of iron, 
in the possession of Mr. Elbert Whittle. It was 
purchased by Mr. Whittle in 1862, and was car- 
ried by him from the time of purchase through 
the late war until its close, when he brought it 
home. It is now in the possession of his wife, 
and is prized by her on account of the memo- 
ries with which it is associated. Mr. Whittle 
purchased a couple of spoons on the above 
iamed time, and presented one of them to his 
Lrother William, who was also his brother 
soldier. The latter spoon waslost. Thespoon 
preserved by Elbert has an old, dark, hard 
look, reminding one of the straits to which peo- 
ple were reduced in the dark days of the war.

HOW DIVORCES MAY BEOBTAINED 
IN TALBOT. 


Judge Willis Astonished at the Ways of a Petit Jury 
A Olearly Proven Bigamist Gete Free-— 
A Remarkable Session of Court- 
Bapid g Dispatch of Business. 


TALBOTTON,Ga., Aprill4.—[Special]—Among 
the criminal cases tried was the state v3. 
Frank Dickerson, charged with the crime of 
bigamy. The evidence of his guilt was con- 
clusive. The only extenuating feature 
of ‘his case 0s Wa that about 
twenty-six years ago, onlya few months 
after he had married his first wife, he 
made known toher that he was dissatified 
with the alliance and he and his then wife 
agreed tosubmit the question of a divorce to 


arbitration. 
THE BILL OF SEPARATION 

The arbitrators were chosen and 
sworn, and after hearing evidence decreed 
that he be divorced as prayed for. His sec- 
ond marriage was. solemized in 1885 at the 
court house in Talbotton, by which act a minor 
offense was ended. The divorce of the arbi- 
trators was binding and legal, so thought the 
jury who tried him, fox they returned a ver- 
dict of acquittal. 

THE JUDGE ASTONISHED. 

When the verdict was brought 
and read by the solicitor general: 

“We the jury, findthe prisoner not guilty,” 
The judge was so astounded that he appre- 
hended the solicitor had misread the verdict, 
and he requested him to read is again: ‘ We, 
the jury, find the prisoner not guilty,” slowly 
read the solicitor. The learned judge’s brow 
contracted, and he said: 

“A man can marry as many timesas he 
pleases—have as many wives as he wants. 
When he gets tired of living with one he can 
submit the question of divorce to arbitration, 
be tried by thi3 jury and acquitted.”’ 

THE BUSINESS OF THE TERM.

this indebtedness. Owing to a decided dif- 
ference of opinion as to the equity of the 
matter, and to many conflicting statements 
asto the administration and condition of 
the Pacific railroads a commission to ascer- 
tain full and reliable information was deter- 
mined upon as the best method of reaching a 
fair settlement. It is thought that a year 
at least will be required for the work of the 
commissioners. They are paid asalary of 
£9,000 each. 


A Big Problem. 

In another column will be found a brief 
communication ca'ling attention to our de- 
fective sewerage system. 

THE CONSTITUTION has time and again 
demonstrated the necessity of establishing 
and perfecting a system of sewerage adapted 
tothe peculiar requirements of a rapidly 
growing city. Atlanta bas not dealt with 
this matter.with her characteristic foresight 
and liberality. We have depended upon 
piecemeal, make-shift experiments. 

There could be but one result. Sooner or 
later the problem had to be resolutely faced 
and solved. The communication referred to 
foreshadows what is coming if we persist in 
neglecting a matterof such vital importance. 
The purchaser of a valuable property on a 
leading thoroughfare finds his plans for 
erecting a handsome and costly building dis- 
arranged and embarrassed by the discovery 
that there is no sewerage on the streets pass- 
ing thesite in question. He is farthermore 
tronb!ed to find that our sewerage in general 
is very defective, and he naturally comes 
to the front with a protest. 

In acity with a population of 100,000 al- 
most in sight such astate of affairs should 
not be endured. Sanitation, neatness, busi- 
ness convenience demand a thorough reform- 
ation andimprovement. Farther delay will 
inevitably retard our progress, interfere with 
building operations, and, as in the instance 
under consideration, disappoint new comers 
who are disposed to join with usin building 
up the city. 

We are aware that both trom an economi- 
cal and sanitary standpoint the disposal of 
sewerage isan unsettled question. In the 
case of Atlanta thereis no convenient har- 
bor or river into which we can run our re- 
fuse matter, and we are forced to choose be- 
tween the systems of irrigation, filtration, 
precipitation and dry earth. There are ob- 


jections to all of these, but we should select 


the method best suited to the place and its 
wants, and make the most of it. If we con- 
tinue to leave important streets without ad- 
equate sewers it will be something that no 
other civilized city has ever done before. 
Now that the problem shows sigus of con- 
troling the further progress of Atlanta, it is 
safe to say that it will begin to receive the 
serious and practical treatment that it de- 
serves. Both health and prosperity are con- 
cerned, and we cannot afford to postpone 
the work that must be doneany longer. 


Governor Hill and. High License. 

A great many of our esteemed contempo- 
raries—especially our esteemed republican 
contemporaries—have made it convenient to 
ignore, ifnot misrepresent, the real reason 
which induced Governor Hill, of New York, 
to veto the high license bill. 

It has been given out that his veto was the 
result of opposition to high license; but the 
facts are that he vetoed the bill because he 
believed it to be unconstitutional. Its pro- 
visions applied to only two cities, aud, to 
that extent, it wasa discrimination against 
the peopleof those cities. We take it for 
granted that Governor Hill is in favor of 
high license, and that he would not have 
vetoed a bill inaugurating high license 
throughont the state. We take it for granted 
also that he would be in favor of local option 
—the plan, which has been so popular in 
Georgia—of allowing each community to de- 
cide for itself whether it would permit whis- 
ky to be sold.

Our records formerly contained indictments 
against Kissane and his confession. The former 
were nollied and the latter sent to him. Our im- 
pression, stated a few days ago, that it was de- 
stoyed in the courthouse fire, was incorrect. 

The story that Kissane was not convicted of any 
crime in Ohio is false. The evidence against him 
admiited of no doubt, but the courts then, as now, 
were uncertain. 

Kissane was discovered in forgeries both here 
and in New York. 

While on the way to New York onthe cars, in 
charge of James L. Ruffin, he made his escape. He 
asked Ruffin to be allowed to step into the closet, 
and, putting up the window, jumped out. 

He was for some months concealed asa farm la- 
borer, and had a large amount of money—the pro- 
duct of forgery—in a magnesium bottle. 

At last he was captured by the detectives, who 
were constantly on his track. 

He was convicted of forgery in New York, not 
being able to overbear the courts with his swarm 
of able lawyers, and he was smart enough to make 
& most affecting plea of youthand innocence to 
the court, and getashort sentence. It was this 
plea which recently moved the ludicrous senti- 
mentality of Dr. Talmage. 

At last, in Sing Sing, Kissane thought of Sidney 
C. Burton, who was an honest man and a hero, as 
much so as John Brown was. He became an en-

The confession fully confirmed the theory of the 
government in the prosecution of the Martha 
Washington conspiracy case, and covered six 
pages of closely written legal paper. 

It was this document that was procured from 
the records in thiscity and sent to William kis- 
sane Rogers in Califorria. It bore the seal of the 
state of New York and the signatures of Kissane 
and the witnesses. 

In connection with this important and\highly 
satisfactory paper—which was printed in 
city for private circulation, and is reposing in 
several old pigeon-holes—and the promise of 
Kissane to act as a witness for the state, the 
influence of the insurance companies procured 
his release from the penitentiary. 

This wasin 1856, perhaps as late as Deeember, 
and Kissane gave his friends the slip and joined 
Walkerin Nicaragua.

They were 
addressed by such men as Hon. J. C. C. Black, 
Hon. John 8.

A SAFE ROBBED. 


Mr. G. W. Jack Leaves His Safe Door Open 
and itis Robbed of Valuables, 


G. W. Jack, the cracker maker, whose facto- 
ry is immediately east of Whitehall street, on 
the banks of the Central railroad, forgot to 
lock his safe when he closed his office Wednes- 
day night, and during the dark 
hours it was robbed of valuables worth 
probably $500. The safe isof the ordinary 
pattern, with the usual drawers, boxes, etc., in- 
side the heavy iron doors. Inside these boxes 
Mr. Jack kept his money, papers and other 
valuable articles.

The Master Carpenters Accedete the De- 
mands of the Men. 


CuicAco, April 14.--Members of the Master 
Carpenters aeecciation of Chicago, at a largely 
attended meeting tonight, went back on a fun- 
damental principle of the recent national con- 
vention of builders, to not recognize the union 
of employes.

AN INTERESTING OUESTION 


Growing Cut of the Prohibition Law in Fore 
syth County. 


Monroe county is a dry county, but the act 
bnder which that condition was brought about 
diflers from the genera’ local option law in this 
that it permits the sale of liquors, etc., for 
medicinal purposes upon the presentation of a 
pbysician’s prescription. The town council of 
Forsyth, some time ago, with a view to regu- 
lating the prescription business and 
preventing the practice of fraud, 
passed an ordinance requiring physicians 
to make returns under oath, every fifteen 
days, giving the name of every person for 
whom they prescribed liquor, the reasoa for 
making the prescription, etc. 

The physicians refused to comply with the 
Ordinance, claiming that under the ethics of 
their profession they could not do so, and that 
the laws of the state recognized and indorsed 
the felations between physician and patieat 
as being of 2 private nature. 
Theteupon they applied to the superior 
court of the county for a writ prohibiting the 
enforcement of the ordinance. This was de- 
nied, aud the case, which is entitled “J. B. Tur- 
her etal. vs. the mayor and council of For- 
syth,”’ was sent to the supreme court, where it 
was argued yesterday, A. D. Hammond ap- 
peared for the petitioners and Hon. Robert L. 
Berner for the city council. The case presents 
feme unusual and interesting features, and its 
cutcome will be awaited with interest, espe- 
Cally by the medical fraternity.

A Meeting is Held at the Chamber of Commerce at 
Which Everybody Wantsito Speak—A Hard

The Driving Park association met promptly 
at four o’clock, atjthe chamber of commerce 
yesterday afternoon.
